Carter puts 
conditions on 
Geneva talks 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — President Carter came out'Ot a meeting with King Hus­ 
sein of Jordan today and said there was no point in holding Mideast peace talks in 
Geneva this year unless there are “ substantial achievements” beforehand. 
Carter escorted the Jordanian leader to his car and described their second day of 
talks as “ one of the most productive visits that we’ve had.” 
Asked by reporters to clarify the U.S. position on whether the Palestine Liberation 
Organization can participate in the peace talks, Carter said: “ The more agreements 
that we can reach before we reach Geneva ... the less arguments there will be” at 
the bargaining table. 
“ I think unless we see some strong possibility for substantial achievements before 
a Geneva conference can be convened ... unless we see that prospect, I think it would 
be better not to have the Geneva conference at all.” 
In a chat with reporters after his hour-long meeting with Hussein, Carter insisted 
that he was not “ pessimistic” about peace prospects in the Middle East, but said he 
did not want to be “ overly optimistic.” 
“ So far,” Carter said, “ I ’ve been encouraged. I think it would be a mistake to ex­ 
pect too much. The differences are very wide and long standing and deep. 
“ I ’ve found an extraordinary desire among all the leaders so far to marshal ex­ 
traordinary efforts because of the moderate forces ... and the devastating ex­ 
periences of the past,” he added. 
“ So far,” the President continued, “ we’re all determined and. I think, interested” 
in a peace conference. 
/ 
“ It’s too early to start spelling out specifics,” he responded when asked again if 
there could be a PLO representative on the Jordanian delegation. 
“ The more agreement we can reach before going to Geneva, the less argument 
there’s going to be about the form of Palestinian representation ... the exact composi­ 
tion of the delegations involving the Palestinians and of course the interrelationships 
that exist among Arab nations ... as a group and on a bilateral basis ... those kind of 
things have to be worked out.” 
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WASHINGTON (U PI) - The State 
Department announced today that 
technical level talks on strategic arms 
limitation will resume May 11 in Geneva. 
In making the announcement. State 
Department spokesman Hodding Carter 
distinguished between the May 11 talks 
and the higher level negotiations 
between Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
and Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko. Those negotiations are 
scheduled to begin in the last half of 
May, with the exact date to be an­ 
nounced in the next few days 
The May 11 Geneva talks delegation 
will be headed by Paul Wamke, chief 
U.S. arms negotiator, according to Arms 
Control Agency officials. 
The working level talks, said Carter, 
will deal with four areas. 
— Verification of MIRVs (multiple in­ 
dependently guided missile warheads). 


— Measures to overcome deliberate 
concealment attempts. 
— Furnishing a data base, an agreed 
count of weapons on both sides, which 
can be used as a starting point for cuts in 
those arms 
— Measures to guard against the 
transfer to other countries of the 
sophisticated technology of modern mis­ 
siles. 
The working level technical talks have 
been held, sporadically, since 1972. but 
were adjourned last November. This is 
the first time the Geneva arms talks 
have gone forward since the Carter ad­ 
ministration took office. 
Meanwhile, Carter said, the SALT II 
negotiations , which broke off without 
agreement in Moscow last month, are 
continuing. Soviet Ambassador Anatoli 
Dobrynin saw Vance Monday afternoon. 
Carter said, for about 30 minutes. The 
visit was not made public until today. 
Hospitals, medics vow 
to battle cost ceiling 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Doctors and 
hospitals will join forces to fight the ad­ 
ministration’s proposed 9 per cent an­ 
nual ceiling on hospital cost increases, 
the American Hospital Association said 
today. 
AHA President J Alexander McMahon 
said the proposal “ will receive united op­ 
position from both hospitals and physi­ 
cians We will tell Congress right out 
why hospital costs have risen 
McMahon also told a news conference 
that Health, Education and Welfare 
Secretary Joseph A. Califano Jr. was us­ 
ing "scare tactics” in saying Monday 
that hospitals “ have become obese.” 
McMahon said, “ Unfortunately, he is 


ignoring the efforts now going on, and 
through that allegation he's being unfair 
to people who are doing the best they can 
to stretch patient care dollars.” 
He said the President’s proposal will 
victimize “ sick and injured people.” 
On Monday, Carter proposed two laws, 
which aides said were the first step in his 
proposals for a national health care 
program. 
One would set a ceiling on the annual 
rate of increase in hospital costs, from 15 
per cent to about 9 per cent in fiscal 1978, 
less thereafter. 
Another would set up a $180 million ex­ 
pansion of the program of subsidized 
medical care and diagnosis for children. 
United States, Cuba hold 
face-to-face negotiations 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The United 
States and Cuba, for the second time in a 
month, are holding face-to-face negotia­ 
tions This time it’s in Havana, and in the 
presence of a high-ranking U.S. delega­ 
tion — the first in 16 years. 
The confirmed visit to Cuba of Terence 
Todman. the Carter administration's top 
official for Latin American policy, was 
considered a major step toward eventual 
normalization of relations between 
Washington and Havana 
But the State Department insisted 
Monday that the subject of new fishing 
and maritime boundaries is the only pur- 


pose for the visit and the only topic at is­ 
sue in the talks 
Todman, assistant secretary of sta'te 
for inter-American affairs, is the first 
U S official to visit Havana since 1961. 
when the two countries broke relations 
He heads a seven-member U.S. delega­ 
tion which resumed negotiations with 
Cuba Monday on resolving overlapping 
fishing zones off Florida 
State Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter 111 confirmed that Todman is now 
in Cuba where he flew from Florida 
aboard a chartered airplane over the 
weekend

Four cities 
ineligible' 
for funds 


Four of the five cities in the county — 
Santa Maria. Lompoc, Carpinteria and 
Guadalupe — do not qualify as urban 
areas to receive any portions of the 
$102,000 allotted to Santa Barbara 
County under Senate Bill 174, the Board 
of Supervisors was informed Monday by 
Park Director Michael Pahos. 
Instead. Goleta Valley, including Isla 
Vista, and the western fringe area of 
Santa Barbara extending into Goleta 
Valley areas qualify for the entire 
amount as being described as the coun­ 
ty’s only urban areas, he said 
The urban area designations are based 
on 1970 census figures, and this has been 
controversial, said Pahos 
The funding from the Senate Bill is “ to 
meet the needs of inter-city residents," 
Pahos added The $102,000 allotment will 
come up during county supervisors' 
deliberations on the 1977-’78 budget in 
June Park Department recommenda­ 
tions are to utilize the money to help con- 
struct and light Goleta V alley 
recreational facilities. 
The board will also decide during com­ 
ing budget sessions how to allocate 
$450,000 in oil settlement funds and 
$103,000 in oil royalty funds to be 
received this year by the county 
The bill provides funding for capital 
improvements for recreational facilities 
in counties. 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund of Lompoc 
said he had concern about the “ situation 
at LeRoy Park” at Guadalupe. It is in 
great need of capital improvements, he 
asserted. 
Hedlund said he wondered why oil set­ 
tlement and other funding coming to the 
county for park usage had to be utilized 
on the South Coast.

Decision 
near on 
GGC beds

Approval or denial of the licensing of 
13 additional intermediate care beds at 
the Lompoc Convalescent Care Center is 
finally forthcoming from the man at the 
top of the state's health bureaucracy. 
Within 10 days, the head of the Depart­ 
ment of Health will receive a positive 
recommendation from hearing officer 
Keith Levy, who yesterday sat before 
some 50 local citizens who supported the 
bed request. 
Levy heard Jack Foley tell about his 
78-year-old mother who might regain her 
“ will to live” in a nursing home closer to 
home and loved ones. 
Levy also heard from the mayor, the 
assemblyman’s local representative, the 
district hospital lawyer, area nursing 
home administrators, a hospital worker 
and elderly residents. 
Testimony described the folly of 13 
costly beds having to remain vacant 
despite 112 elderly on the CCC health 
care waiting list. 
Many of those elderly are burdening 
their families at home; others are forced 
to move to Santa Barbara or Los 
Angeles. Couples who once saw Lompoc 
as the ideal place to retire must separate 
when one spouse needs long-term 
hospital care. 
Lompoc Hospital District lawyer 
Michael Palmer told Levy that placing 
intermediate care patients in the beds 
would bring in $38,000 a year in “ pure 
profit” to the hospital, which is currently 
losing thousands of dollars each month. 
Some of those who spoke at yester­ 
day’s hearing had been making the same 
points since last year, over $2,765 ago in 
application fees, when the district fifkt 
made the bed licensing request. Now 
they seemed to be merely going through 
the motions, pleading almost dispas­ 
sion ately before Levy and the 
cameraman from KCOY TV. 
“ You kind of wonder,” Howard Martin 
said for the record, “ why all these hear­ 
ings are necessary.” Ronald Kretzinger 
told Levy and his tape recorder that the 
bureaucracy " has no right” to deny such 
an urgent request. 
Levy had said at first that he could 
make a decision on the licensing after 
the hearing, but about a half hour later, 
after asking to consult privately with a 
health department lawyer and Palmer, 
he turned back on his tape recorder and 
announced that he had meant to say 
that he could only make a recommenda­ 
tion, not a decision. He added with a grin 
that the health director usually follows 
his recommendations. 
Palmer said later that Levy held the 
private conference during the hearing 
probably so as not to “ clutter the record 
with his own error.” 
Levy’s positive recommendation con­ 
curs with that of "project review of­ 
ficer” Robert Van Horn of the Office of 
Statewide Health Planning and Develop­ 
ment. who held a public meeting here on 
March 28 Van Horn was present yester­ 
day to testify as to his recommendation, 
which Levy designated “ Exhibit D.” 


Levy said after the hearing that health 
director Jerome Lackner would have 15 
days to make a final decision on the 
licensing request. Then state inspectors 
would have to examine the CCC beds. 
With their approval, 13 more disabled 
Lompoc elderly could at last lie in peace 
on a home town hospital bed. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (U PI) - Palesti­ 
nian guerrillas and Israeli-backed Chris­ 
tian rightists renewed their battles today 
in the hills of south Lebanon, ending a 
weeklong lull in the border war, reports 
from the area said 
A local reporter said three persons 
were killed and five wounded in the 
clashes between Christian and leftist- 
held villages near the Israeli frontier. 
He said the two sides used armored 
cars, mortars and heavy machine guns in 
the overnight fighting, which died down 


to sporadic exchanges of fire after dawn. 


The battles in the south began almost 
immediately after a shaky cease-fire 
took hold on the southern outskirts of 
Beirut, halting two days of street battles 
between Syrian peacekeeping troops and 
Palestinian extremists 


Except for intermittent sniping, the 
guns around the capital fell silent after 
midnight, following a day of efforts by 
Palestinian guerrilla leader Yasser 
Arafat to quell the conflict.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Attorney 
General Griffin Bell thinks FBI officials 
should be prosecuted for illegal snooping 
in the pre-Watergate era but, he said to­ 
day, it is “ a shame” that agents who are 
charged as a result must pay their own 
legal expenses 


Testifying in support of his $2 3 billion 
1978 budget, Bell said FB I Director 
Clarence Kelley had persuaded him to 
meet Monday with two groups of FB I 
agents who told him the recent indict­ 
ment of a former agent had seriously 
hurt morale. 


“ They told me that we had imposed a 
post-Watergate standard for a pre- 
Watergate activity,” Bell said. “ They 
thought that what they were doing was in 
the best interests of their country.” 


Bell said “ I think it’s a great shame” 
that agents who must defend themselves 
in court will be “ stripped of their life 
savings" because of costly defense ex­ 
penses.

County supervisors, sharply

But Supervisor David Yager, 
of Montecito said he felt the 
cities of Santa Maria and Lom­ 
poc could use their separate 
bond act funds to light courts in 
their areas, if they choose.

"I'm sure Santa Maria would 
like lights on courts in Righetti 
High School." declared Board 
Chairman Harrell Fletcher, ad­ 
ding he was a believer "in joint 
use of such facilities" by school 
and public.

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House not ready 
to abandon Korea 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House is ready to spend $35.9 
billion on weapons programs 
next year, but isn’t ready to dic­ 
tate withdrawal of U.S. forces 
from South Korea or a drastic 
change in the military retire­ 
ment system. 
It overwhelmingly approved 
and sent to the Senate Monday a 
defense authorization bill incor­ 
porating about $2.5 billion of the 
$2.8 b illio n in spen d in g 
authorization cuts which Presi­ 
dent Carter proposed to the 
Ford budget. 
The House action came after 
rejection of one amendment 
calling for a 50,000-man reduc­ 
tion of U.S. forces, including 
some in South Korea, and a se­ 
cond amendment to place all 
future military personnel under 
the same pension plan as 
members of Congress. 
The bill’s $35.9 billion total 
was about $60.8 million more 
than President Carter asked. 
The authorization is for the 
fiscal year starting Oct.l. 
Included in the measure were 
a $5.7 billion shipbuilding 
program placing more empha­ 
sis on construction of combat 
ships than Carter proposed by 
adding a nuclear attack subma­ 
rine and startup funds for a new 
type nuclear cruiser. 


It also restored cuts Carter 
proposed in production of some 
weapons. A total of $334 million 
was restored to raise total 
production of F15 fighter planes 
to 108 next year and $24.4 
million was added to keep the 
production line open on Navy 
A7 attack bombers. 
The troop amendment, which 
specified that 17,000 of the 
reduction come from overseas, 
was tied to South Korea by its 
sponsor. Rep. Ronald V Del- 


lums, D-Calif., who asked: 
‘‘Are we the American people 
prepared to die for South 
Korea?” 


He said the reduction would 
give the United States more 
flexibility in foreign policy and 
save up to $900 million yearly. 
There are now about 39,000 
American troops iri South 
Korea. President Carter has 
pledged eventual withdrawal. 
Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis., of­ 
fered the retirement amend­ 
ment, saying he was doing it 
solely to dramatize growing 
costs of the military retirement 
program as a result of pay in­ 
creases for servicemen in the 
last few years. Many who op­ 
posed the amendment agreed 


an overhaul of the system was 
overdue. 
Retirement costs for military 
personnel are expected to reach 
$9.1 billion next fiscal year. 
Aides said that under the con­ 
gressional plan, savings of 
about 50 per cent could be 
achieved, largely because full 
pensions would not be paid im­ 
mediately on completion of 20 
years service. 
The House also adopted an 
amendment to forbid any paid 
advertising for Carter’s pro­ 
gram to upgrade undesirable 
discharges of Vietnam vete­ 
rans. Rep. Donald Treen, R- 
La., who sponsored it, said 
spending of tax money for such 
ads would be ‘‘the ultimate out­ 
rage.” 
G M willing to swap 
cars with 128,000 


DETROIT (UPI) — In an un­ 
precedented action to repair its 
tarnished im age. G eneral 
Motors said Monday it will 
swap cars with 128,000 Ameri­ 
cans who bought 1977-model 
Oldsmobiles, Pontiacs and 
Buicks equipped with Chevrolet 
V8 engines. 
If customers don’t want a 
new car. they will receive a 
three-year. 36.000-mile insur­ 
ance policy covering the cost of 
any repairs they might need for 
their engines, transmissions or 
rear axles. 


GM said the two alternatives 
would be available to custom­ 
ers who bought cars equipped 
with the Chevrolet engines 
from the start of the 1977 model 
year last October through April 
10. The 128.000 cars amount to 
just under 6 per cent of the 2.6 


million cars sold by GM during 
this model year. 
The company would not es­ 
timate how much it might cost 
in repairs or auto swaps. It said 
the vehicles it takes back from 
customers probably will be 
handled as used automobiles. 
GM President Elliott M. 
Estes said the exchange plan 
does not change GM’s plans to 
contest lawsuits filed by attor­ 
neys general in 10 states and by 
17 private citizens. 


GM’s announcement was 
made in Detroit hours after 
company attorneys signed a 
"consent order in Manhattan 
Supreme Court in New York 
City granting the exchange to 
5.000 New York owners. 
Estes said that when the facts 
are presented, ‘‘We will prevail 
in the courts.”

Consumer group wants to ban 
ads for high-sugar snack foods 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a 
petition endorsed by 10,000 
h ealth p ro fessio n als and 
accompanied by a bag full of 
decayed teeth, a consumer 
group today asked the govern­ 
ment to ban sugary snack food 
tv com m ercials aim ed at 
children. 
The Center for Science in the 
Public Interest also asked the 
Federal Trade Commission to 
require ads for other foods to 
disclose their sugar content and 
to include a health warning 
for foods normally eaten with a 
meal which contain more than 
10 per cent sugar. 
It was the second similar 
request lodged with the FTC in 
recent weeks. The Boston- 
based Action on Children’s 
Television recently filed a peti­ 
tion seeking a crackdown on 
candy ads aimed at children. 
“Sugary food products, espe­ 
cially when eaten between 
meals, have been shown to be a 
major cause of tooth decay, yet 


candy bars, soft drinks, cakes 
and cookies, and sugary snacks 
are the most heavily advertised 
products on children’s televi­ 
sion programs,” the petition 
said 
“ By the age of 18, Americans 
average 14 decayed, missing or 
filled teeth per person. 
The group asked for a total 
ban on advertising of sugar- 
filled snacks on program s 
aimed at children 
Attached to the petition was a 
plastic bag with 170 pulled, 
decayed teeth, contributed by 
dentists and others who signed 
the petition Many of the teeth 
were children's 
The petition was signed by 
nine dental school deans and 
one medical school dean in ad­ 
dition to more than 10.000 
health professionals in schools, 
hospitals and elsewhere to 
whom the petition was cir­ 
culated during the past six 
months. 
Both the American Medical 


Association and the American 
Dental Association backed the 
project. 
Deans signing the document 
were Dr. Don Allen of the Un- 
viersity of Florida; Dr Hudson 
Hickey. Medical College of 
Georgia. School of Dentistry;

Congress moves to put brakes 
on sale of nuclear elements 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gress. concerned that as many 
as 40 nations could acquire 
nuclear arms by 1985. is work­ 
ing on major legislation to put 
the brakes on U S exports of 
n u clear fuel and energy 
technology. 
Paul Warnke. director of the 
Arms Control and Disarma­ 
ment Agency, told a Senate 
hearing Monday the Carter Ad­ 
ministration generally agrees 
with safeguards proposed by 
Congress 
But he objected to restric­ 
tions being unilaterally im­ 
posed on long-standing con­ 
tracts between the United 
States and current importers — 
an issue which could become a 
major controversy between 
Congress and President Carter 
“ Before these nations could 
make investment of hundreds 
of millions of dollars in a 
nuclear power reactor, 
he 
said, "they had to ensure that 
the fuel would be available to 
operate that reactor. 
•Accordingly, they entered 


into firm long-term fuel supply 
agreem ents with the U S 
government, and we agreed to 
the terms of such supply," he 
said. 
Warnke said if the United 
States tried 10 or 15 years later 
to impose increasingly restric­ 
tive provisions on the use and 
safeguarding of fuel, importer 
nations might break their con­ 
tracts, sue the United States, 
and seek nuclear supplies 
elsewhere 


"Thus, rather than improving 
the situation, such unilateral 
action ... could result in a net 
loss to our non-proliferation 
objective,” Warnke said. 


Senate and House members 
have become increasingly con­ 
cerned about the implications 
of nuclear technology. The 
plutonium which breeder reac­ 
tors produce as a by-product 
opened up the possibility for na­ 
tions using their nuclear power 
resources secretely to develop 
nuclear weapons. 
A report issued in 1976 


warned that 40 nations could 
acquire nuclear arms by 1985 by 
recovering such plutonium and 
diverting it to weapons 
Among major provisions of 
the proposed bill: 
—The United States should 
seek with other nations to es­ 
tablish a World Energy In­ 
stitute to seek alternative 
energy sources. 
— The P re sid e n t should 
report to Congress one year 
after enactment of the bill on 
the feasibility of placing U S 
nuclear fuel facilities under in­ 
ternational auspices. 
—The United States should 
seek to encourage nuclear na­ 
tions to place their facilities, 
similarly, under an internation­ 
al regime 
—The United States should 
encourage the development of 
international procedures for 
recovering stolen nuclear 
materials or technology 
—Congress should have the 
power to reject a projected 
nuclear fuel supply agreement 
with a foreign nation. 


ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia 
(UPI) — All but a few ad­ 
ministrative staff members of 
five U S 
agencies expelled 
from Ethiopia will be out of the 
country by their Wednesday 
deadline, the U.S. embassy said 
today. 
An embassy spokesman said 
the leftist government, which 
April 23 ordered five U S agen­ 
cies closed and all their staff 
out. decided to let six ad­ 
ministrative staff members 
stay on until Saturday. 
Six U.S. Information Service 
staff m em bers and their 
families boarded a commercial 
flight for the United States ear­ 
ly today — the second group of 
Americans to comply with the 
order. 
Some 85 Americans left in a 
military jet for Athens Monday 
and the spokesman said the rest 
of the 326 affected Americans 
would leave by charter flight 
Wednesday. 
Those allowed to remain 
behind included three from the 
American Military Assistance 
Group, two from the U S Naval 
Research Group and one from 
USIS. 
The government also ordered 
the closure of the Kagnew com­ 
munications base near Asmara, 
capital of Ethiopia’s troubled 
E ritrea Province, and the 
American consulate at Asmara 
The expulsion order, howe­ 
ver. did not affect the 100 
Americans working in the 
American Embassy and the 
U S Agency for International 
Development in Addis Ababa 
Nor did it effect some 400 other 
Americans, including business­ 
men and missionaries, working 
throughout the country. 
No reasons for the closures 
were given, but diplomatic 
sources said it was apparently 
because the United States 
decided to cut off supplies of 


arms to Ethiopia earlier this 
year. Washington stopped the 
supplies because of alleged 
human rights violations in the 
g o v e r n m e n t ’s 
campaign 
against secessionist rebels in 


Eritrea 
The government also ordered 
the Asmara consulates of Italy 
and Sudan and the honorary 
consulates of Belgium. France 
and Italy closed 


STAVANGER, 
Norway 
(UPI) — High winds and waves 
suddenly decreased today, al­ 
lowing a six-man team to board 
an offshore oil well and begin 
preliminary work to stop the 
flow of 4,000 tons of oil and mud 
leaking daily into the North 
Sea. 
A Phillips Petroleum Co. of­ 
ficial said if the actual capping 
work got under way today, the 
leaking Bravo rig could be 
brought under control by 
Wednesday. 
The six-man team, led by two 
oil experts from the famed Red 
Adair Fires and Blowout Co. of 
Houston, was able to get on the 
rig after a special barge loaded 
with capping equipment and 
cranes pulled to within 50 feet 
of th e B r a v o we ll, the 
spokesman said. The other four 
were Phillips employes. 
“The Adair-led team are 
hopeful that if they can start 
work this morning they will 
finish capping the well by 
Wednesday, but this is optimis­ 
tic,” said Svein Abrahamsen, 
industrial relations representa­ 
tive for Phillips. 
Angsar “Boots” Hansen and 
Richard Hatterberg, two of the 
world’s top blowout experts, 
were in charge of the project to 
cap the well. 
The rig is located 175 miles 
southwest of Stavanger in the 
Norwegian Ekofisk Field, 
where 45-mile-an-hour winds 
and waves 15 to 20 feet high 
Monday kept the special barge 
away from the rig. 
The bad weather was forecast 
to continue for four days, but 
winds today unexpectedly drop­ 
ped to 22 miles per hour and the 
waves fell to four to six feet. 
The latest forecast called for 
further decreasing winds and 
light rain. 
Norwegian pollution control 
officials said Monday the rough 
seas had begun breaking up a 
major oil slick from the well, 


the result of the blowout Friday 
of a 4Vi inch diameter tubing 
strip 20 yards above the sea’s 
surface. 
The rough weather broke the 
slick into two sections — one 14 
miles long and three to four 
miles wide and the other five 
miles long and a half a mile 
wide — which have now moved 
back towards the platform, a 
Phillips spokesman said today. 


“As long as the winds keep on 
changing direction all the time 
there is very very little chance 
the oil will ever hit any 
coastline. It will just evaporate 
and it can be skimmed with 
mechanical equipment,” he 
said. 
If the capping operation is not 
successful, a relief well must 
be drilled to intercept the 
blowout well. A special rig was 
leaving Dutch waters today for 
the 40-to 50-hour trip to the oil 
field. 
Phillips resumed oil produc­ 
tion at its Alpha and Charlie 
rigs today. Phillips had closed 
down all Ekofisk operations 
Sunday. Phillips spokesman 
Ludvig Sandvold said a change 
in wind direction meant the oil 
slicks were no longer any 
danger to the other rigs in the 
Ekofisk Field.

Uncle 
Jose, who looked like our father, 
never seemed particularly attrac­ 
tive We couldn’t understand why 
our cousins admired their parents so 
unreservedly. 
Thinking back on this now that 
we’re old, we seniors realize that 
beauty is not in the eye of the 
beholder. It is in the heart of the 
beholder. It turns out that beauty is 
not skin deep. It is soul deep. 
This understanding of our own 
beauty as older Americans is more 
important than the aesthetics of our 
appearance. Looking our age is just 
fine. The marks of what w e’ve been 
through are chevrons of honor. 
We are proud of the part we 
played in bringing up our children. 
We judge the lines in our face by the 
struggles which have engaged us. 
The brown spots on our hands 
become lovely if they are seen in the 
light of what those hands have done. 
What we have given of ourselves 
these many years reflects the depth 
of our dedication to our children, to 
our communities, to our triends. 
We walk among our contem ­ 
poraries proudly. 
Where seniors 
gather, each of the outward signs of 
age tells a different story. There 
was war and we fought through it. 
There was sorrow. We bore our 
struggles with courage and under­ 
standing. Yet there was always 
enough sensitivity to share with 


others. There was sickness, too. For 
that, as we knew, one effective 
m edication was tenderness and 
love. 
Therefore, we turn away from the 
phrase, “You look young.” 
We don’t even want to look young. 
We bear with pride our success in 
living and sharing and sacrificing 
these many decades. Anyone who 
chooses to look can see what we 
have built. 
The expression runs, “Beauty is 
as beauty does.” True enough. But it 
is also that “ Beauty is as beauty 
did.” 
Our society today is spoken of as 
“ y o u th -o r ien ted .’’ 
F rom 
our 
economic standpoint, the orienta­ 
tion is not to be denied. Its per­ 
sistence and acceptance without 
debate has hurt the elderly in many 
ways. It is the excuse for the man­ 
d a te d 
r e tir e m e n t b a se d on 
chronological reasons alone. It is 
the reason for pushing us out of the 
mainstream of life. It takes away 
from us the position of leadership 
that we had in so many areas, for so 
many years. 
The situation must be turned 
around. The young should stop ex­ 
pecting the aged to be ashamed of 
looking “old.” We, ourselves should 
deny hotly that age has made us in 
any way unattractive. If we agree 
that the “look of age” is somehow 
unpleasant, we fall into a trap. We 
play directly into the hands of those 
who don’t want us around spoiling 
the scenery. 
We need to remind ourselves that 
we have done gracious, thoughtful,

Shakespeare talk about “crabbed 
age.” We can look into our mirrors 
and trust our hearts. Life has made 
us beautiful.

Joint school session 
airs variety of topics 
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A variety of subjects ranging 
from the proposed splitting of 
Santa Barbara County, the im­ 
pact of the energy crunch on 
transportation costs, the man­ 
dated lunch program and the ef­ 
fect of proposed Serrano 
legislation on school financing, 
were discussed by Santa Ynez 
Valley High School and valley 
elementary school trustees and 
adm inistrators at a joint 
meeting Saturday morning. 
Harlan Burchardi, president 
of the high school board of 
trustees called the session and 
presided during the two-hour 
meeting. All of the elementary 
districts, with the exception of 
one, had representatives pre­ 
sent. Attending, too. was Fred 
L Bates, of Solvang. a member 
of the Santa Barbara County 
board of education. 
Pointing out that valley 
schools would receive less 
money as a result of Serrano 
decision 
im plem entation 
legislation now being aired in 
the legislature at Sacramento, 
high school board member 
Robert Herdman urged the 
school district representatives 
to write their state legislators 
protesting any decreases in 
funding for schools in the 
valley. 
Representatives of all of the 
districts agreed to continue 
with the coordinated system of 
school bus transportation in the 
valley. Noting that the current 
operating cost is 73 cents a 
mile, school officials expressed 
concern that a hike in the price 
of fuel could have a serious im­ 
pact on transportation budgets. 
Distract Supt. David Baker of 
the high school indicated that 
the high school was willing to 
provide the facilities for the 
preparation of food for all of the 
districts for the lunch program 
which will be required next fall. 
Baker also reported that the 
annual summer recreation 
program, which is funded total­ 
ly by the high school district, 
w ill continue this year. He 
pointed out that at least 90 per 
cent of the participants are of 
elementary school age and that 
the program cost the high 
school district about $40,000 last 
vear 


He indicated the high school 
district would be receptive in 
the future to the setting up of a 
cooperative fund among all dis­ 
tricts to finance the program 
Baker also said that transpor­ 
tation will be coordinated 
between the high school and the 
Jonata School in Buellton and 
the Santa Ynez School which 
will conduct summer school 
programs this year 
It was also announced that 
the high school will be given 
proficiency exams under the 
terms of the Assemblyman 
Hart legislation for incoming 
ninth graders the first part of 
the year to determine the 
deficiencies of students and to 
identify those who need 
remedial help 
It was Baker's suggestion 
that perhaps the elementary 
schools could conduct the 
proficiency tests in the seventh 
and eighth grades 
as the 
legislation provides to deter­ 
mine more readily students 
with deficiencies before enter­ 
ing high school.

Agreement reached 
with striking refs 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The National Basketball Association’s regular referees will 
be back at work tonight after reaching agreement on a new contract with the league 
The referees have been on strike since the last day of the regular season, April 10, 
in a dispute over their association's status as a union and because they wanted to 
negotiate a contract that would include this year’s playoffs along with next year’s 
regular season 
A compromise agreement was achieved during lengthy negotiation sessions over 
the weekend and the referees agreed to return to work even though they have not yet 
signed a contract. 
"We didn’t get the whole loaf and they didn’t get the whole loaf,” said Richard 
Phillips, attorney for the striking referees. 
"We are pleased the strike is over,” said Simon P Gourdine. deputy commissioner 
of the NBA and labor negotiator for the league. “The referees have agreed to return 
to work without a contract. Next year's contract will be negotiated during the off­ 
season ” 
The agreement between the NBA and the National Association of Basketball 
Referees includes the following points: 
— Regular referees return to work for the remainder of the playoffs. Playoff com­ 
pensation is $750, $850, $950 for each game, an across the board increase of $150 per 
game 
— The referees’ union withdraws allegations ot unfair labor practice against the 
league, which are pending before the National Labor Relations Board. 
— The union agrees not to strike or participate in any other work stoppage by 
others during the playoffs. 
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MI NNEAPOLIS (UPI) - Legal 
tangles involving the National Football 
League and the NFL Players’ Associa­ 
tion could further delay the college foot­ 
ball player draft, presently scheduled for 
next week. 
A federal judge Monday declined to ap­ 
prove an agreement that would settle a 
multimillion dollar lawsuit filed against 
the NFL by the players association. 
Attorneys for the club owners and the 
players union urged Judge Earl Larson 
to approve the settlement so the college 
draft — already delayed from its usual 
dates in late January or early February 
— could be held May 3-4. 
Larson’s approval, settling the old 
suit, is the last step needed to complete 
action on the new. five-year contract 
between the league and the players as­ 
sociation. 
But U.S. District Court Judge William 
Becker of Kansas City — an expert in 
class action suits called in to advise 
Larson — cautioned both sides that the 
legal complexities required Larson to 
take more time in reaching a decision. 
Approval by Larson would provide 
$15 8 million in payments to players and 
former players The payments are tied 
to the new collective bargaining agree- 
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ment. the first between the NFL and its 
players since 1973. The lack of a contract 
led to a 36-day player strike in July and 
August, 1974 
Among those in court Monday urging 
final approval of the pact between the 
two sides were Ed Garvey, executive 
director of the players association and 
Hamilton Corothers, attorney for the 
NFL 
“There never has been a collective 
bargaining agreement that has satisfied 
everybody,” Corothers said outside the 
courtroom. 


He said the clubs had committed $107 
million for the longterm settlements and 
added the owners want to get on with 
playing football. 
Garvey agreed with Corothers. 
“ We tried to treat everybody fairly 
within certain categories,” he told 
reporters "Once you create exemptions, 
2,500 players will want their day in 
court ” 
Garvey said he did not want the player 
draft to begin unless a decision was 
reached committing the owners to pay 
out about $7 1 million in pensions for 
1976 Corothers said the owners would 
agree to pay that money

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Assembly approves 
school finance bill

SACRAM EN TO 
(U P I) - 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr.'s $3 
billion school finance program 
aimed at equaling the funding 
between wealthy and poor 
school districts has won pas­ 
sage from the Assembly. 
The measure (AB65). carried 
by Assembly Education Com­ 
m ittee C h airm an Lero y 
Greene, D-Sacramento. was 
sent to the Senate on a 55-21 
vote. 
Greene told reporters the $3.7 
billion figure he had earlier 
cited as the cost for his 
measure had been reduced to 
“ about $3 billion" because of 
new figures on decline in enroll­ 
ment and assessed valuation 
He said, however, he hoped 
he could use that $700 million 
for more bilingual and special 
education programs 
It would equalize funding in 
California's school districts to 
within $200 per pupil in districts 
with 87 per cent of the state's 
enrollment in an effort to comp­ 
ly with the state Supreme Court 
“ Serrano'' decision 
It also would freeze the tax 
rates of high wealth districts. 
Without Greene's bill, wealthy 
school districts would enjoy 
significant property tax rate 
reductions as a result of declin­ 
ing enrollment and growth in 
assessed valuation 
The excess revenue would go 
to the 80 per cent of school dis­ 
tricts described as low wealth 


The funds would permit in­ 
creased school funding and 
reduction of tax rates in poor 
districts 
“ If this passes, any other 
type of property tax belief bill is 
a m ockery," declared As­ 
semblyman Michael Womum. 
D-Mill Valley, noting that he 
represents the most affluent 
district in California if not the 
United States 
“ Twenty per cent inflation 
means a 20 per cent increase in 
taxes,” he added 


Assembly Speaker Leo Mc­ 
Carthy told reporters high 
wealth district representatives 
voted to send the bill to the

SACRA M EN TO (U P I) - 
Faced by factory workers who 
said they feared for their jobs, 
the Senate Finance Committee 
has rejected a bill requiring a 
deposit on all soft drink and 
beer containers sold in Califor­ 
nia i 
The committee Monday de­ 
feated the measure (SB4) by 
Sen Omer Rains. D-Ventura, 
on a 5-7 vote after a barrage of 
conflicting testimony from both 
sides of the controversial issue. 
Rains called the measure, 
similar to laws in Oregon, Ver­ 
mont and other states, an effort 
to eliminate the “ throwaway 
ethic" and reduce litter and 
solid waste disposal problems. 
But opponents contended it 
could cost thousands of workers 
in bottle and can plants their 
jobs, would not reduce litter 
and would hike food bills 
The bill would require a 
deposit of two cents or five 
cents, depending on the type of 
container, which would be 
refunded when the container 
was returned. 
Rains amended the measure 


to allow it to become effective 
in 1981 in an effort to allow the 
industry to gradually eliminate 
jobs through attrition rather 
than layoff. 
During two days of extensive 
testimony more than two dozen 
workers in glass or can con­ 
tainer plants and from their un­ 
ion representatives said they 
faced massive layoffs if the bill 
became law. 
Joseph Vanpool, executive of­ 
ficer of the G lass Bo ttle 
Blowers Association, told the 
committee that 75 jobs were 
lost in one Oregon plant when 
that state enacted its mandato­ 
ry deposit law because fewer 
containers were needed. 
“ We’re going to lose 2,500 
jobs in California if this bill is 
passed." he said, adding he was 


“ embittered" by the introduc­ 
tion of such a bill during times 
of high unemployment. 
But Rains argued that any 
testimony about the potential 
loss of jobs was “ speculative 
and conjectural" and was based 
not on facts but on the “ gut feel­ 
ings of those involved in the in­ 
dustry." 
He said every state with a 
bottle deposit law achieved a 
significant reduction in litter 
volume and added studies 
showed a returnable bottle 
system used less water and 
energy than any other kind. 
“ Never have I carried a bill I 
believed in more." he said

The work of Mr. Post 


A. Alan Post, legislative 
analyst, is retiring this year 
after reviewing and analyzing 
state budgets for 32 years. 
Taxpayers of the state owe 
Mr. Post a debt of gratitude 
for his precise analysis of 
thousands of budget issues. 
His recommendations have 
not always been adopted, but 
for those that have been, 
millions upon m illions of 
dollars have been saved. 
Mr. Post has recently con­ 
cluded his fin al budget 
analysis and here are a few of 
the findings. 
The N ational G uard is 
requesting $40,729 to hire a 
chaplain. The department con­ 
tends that the 38 field 
chaplains currently serving on 
a volunteer basis “ have not 
been receiving direction from 
one source, but acting in a 


decentralized, 
independent 
manner which is not consis­ 
tent with good management 
principles.” Mr. Post rejects 
the claim and recommends the 
position be deleted. 
The Lieutenant Governor’s 
office is requesting $50, 237 to 
reim b u rse the C aliforn ia 
Highway Patrol for an officer 
assigned to drive and protect 
the lieutenant governor. Mr. 
Post recommends a more 
reasonable figure of $48,836. 
The Office of the State Fire 
Marshall is requesting $38,629 
for the establishment of a 
public fire information and 
education officer. Noting that 
that office already publishes a 
quarterly magazine, in addi­ 
tion to other information and 
literature distributed to the 
public, Mr. Post recommends 
the position be deleted. 


A most important analysis 
by Mr. Post calls for control 
language to prohibit pay in­ 
creases which would cause 
state sa la rie s to exceed 
prevailing rates in non-state 
employment. Post points out 
that as of July 1,1976, 31,939 or 
27 per cent of the state civil 
service work force were earn­ 
ing more than those in com­ 
parable jobs in non-state 
employment. He places the 
current year costs of overpay­ 
ing state employes at $14 
million. 
L ast year, language to 
prohibit overpayments was in­ 
serted into the budget but was 
superseded 
by follow-up 
legislation providing for in­ 
c r e a s e d 
s t a t e e mpl o ye 
benefits.

But Kearney was 
acting under orders 
according to rules of 
the game as it was 
then played. It was 
just as wrong as it 
could be under the 
Constitution of a free 
America.

orders from higher officialdom in the 
FBI 
While it can be argued that he 
might have resigned in protest, he was. 
after all. a veteran of a service to which 
he was dedicated. And there is no reason 
to believe that he had any inclination to 
put his own judgment over that of his 
superiors. 
In the great stampede for virtue, the 
FBI is not the only agency to offer up 
violators of past orders now superseded. 
It is the kind of self-righteousness that 
may make headlines while at the same 
time undermining the morale of an 
agency that has been through a series of 
upheavals with no firm hand on the tiller. 
The Central Intelligence Agency, too. 
has taken a holier-than-thou attitude 
over the proposed prosecution of at least 
one former high-level official. The

charge was perjury growing out of the 
American role in the overthrow of the 
Allende government in Chile. 
The charge was absurd on its face, 
since every CIA officer takes an oath to 
defend the interests of his country and 
the agency even though this may mean a 
whole succession of falsehoods. The in­ 
dividual in this instance made it plain 
that if he was prosecuted he would name 
every top American involved in the 
Chilean affair and what he himself had 
been told to say. or not to say, when in­ 
terrogated. 
Adm. Wallace Turner, just taking over 
as head of the CIA. must now decide how 
to prevent the wild adventures of the 
past while insuring that the agency can 
carry out functions essential to the need 
of a superpower. No one would contend 
that the CIA must operate in a goldfish 
bowl But the public will never again be 
satisfied with the total secrecy that 
prevailed before Watergate blew off the 
lid 


The oversight committee on the Hill, 
chaired by Sen Daniel K. Inouye. D.- 
Hawaii. is completing the first detailed 
budget the CIA has ever had The hear­ 
ings have been secret and no decision has 
been reached on how much of it will be 
made public 


About one pair of eyes — and there 
haven’t been many — Turner seems to 
have an indifferent attitude. The 
President’s Foreign Intelligence Ad­ 
visory Board, made up of distinguished 
citizens, some of them noted scientists, 
has been out of existence since January 
20. when the 15 men and one woman sub­ 
mitted their resignations. 
No CIA director has been happy to 
have the board looking over his shoulder 


and Turner's attitude about its future is 
cavalier, if not unconcerned The board 
w as c o n s titu te d by P r e s id e n t 
Eisenhower not to ferret out and punish 
illegalities, but to give the White House a 
broad view of the effectiveness of the in­ 
telligence operation. 
As well as an overall survey, it has 
made many creative and innovative 
suggestions 
One member. Edwin H. 
Land, had a lot to do with pushing and 
developing the reconnaissance satellites. 
The Church committee, in its final 
report, had this to say: 
‘The President needs an independent 
body to assess the quality and effec­ 
tiveness of our foreign intelligence ef­ 
fort 
In the words of its Executive 
Secretary, the Board has ‘looked at in­ 
telligence through the eyes of the 
President.’ ... The Board has been 
useful, in part, because its advice and 
recommendations have been for the 
President As such the executive nature 
of this relationship should be main­ 
tained ” 


The kind of housecleaning essential for 
the FBI was not carried out by Edward 
H 
Levi, despite the high hopes that 
greeted his appointment as attorney 
general 
Nor has Clarence M. Kelley 
been a forceful director of the FBI. 


Turner has brought 10 Navy personnel 
into the CIA. They are known privately 
among those feeling the stem Navy lash, 
working at times until 3 or 4 in the morn­ 
ing as the “ Gang of 10’’ after Peking’s 
hated “Gang of Four.’’ 
Can Turner start anew0 The cynics 
who have seen seven directors come and 
go are skeptical. They believe his pre­ 
sent post is a way station on the road to 
be chief of naval operations. 


Space at a discount 


Psst! Hey, bud — you got something 
you'd like to put into orbit and you ain’t 
in any big hurry about when it goes? Tell 
you what I'm gonna do for you I can get 
you a deal for 20 per cent off! 


Actually, you don’t need me to get your 
discount on putting a payload into space. 
The National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration 
already 
is offering that kind of 
deal to folks who want 
to start booking pas­ 
sage for their cargo 
aboard the Space Shut­ 
tle Orbiter 
As incredible as it 
may sound. NASA is 
moving into the orbital 
transportation 
business on an un­ 
precedented scale, 
with standby fares, 
discounts and all 
Because the manned Shuttle craft 
reusable, it will reduce the cost of space 
flight and will make orbit more accessi­ 
ble to scientists and businessmen alike 


Theoretically, then, if you could get it 
manufactured at a reasonable cost and if 
you had the necessary telemetry equip­ 
ment. you could launch your own global 
communications satellite at bargain 
rates, comparatively speaking 
Because there will be extra space on 
most shuttle launches, NASA is offering 
a special deal called the “ geiaway 
special.” 
For small, self-contained payloads up 
to 200 pounds and up to five cubic feet. 
NASA will fly them for between $3,000 
and $10 000 — a condition which one 
NASA official says has “ created a lot of 


is 


excitement.” 
The agency already has two potential 
clients who want to send in money to 
reserve space on the first available 
flight. 
They really needn't be in too much of a 
hurry First operational flights aren’t 
due until 1980. NASA is interested in get­ 
ting as much business as it can in ad­ 
vance. however. 
To keep prices at a minimum, the 
boxcar-sized cargo hold of the shuttle 
will have to be three-quarters full The 
more extra cargo NASA can generate, 
the more economical the launch will be. 
Each commercial shuttle launch will 
cost between $19 and $21 million. This in­ 
cludes $3 million in depreciation charges 
and one guaranteed reflight if the shuttle 
fails to get the payload into orbit. 
It now costs commercial firms such as 
communications satellite enterprises as 
much as $17 to $19 million to use a Delta 
rocket to orbit a satellite. Consider the 
difference between the $3.000-$ 10.000 
small payload launch and $17 million and 
it becomes immediately apparent what 
kind of economies can be realized from 
using the shuttle “ truck” service. 
NASA also has a standby category for 
somebody who isn’t in a hurry to get his 
satellite into orbit A person who wants 
to get a payload ready to go and is willing 
to give NASA a year in which to launch it 
can get 20 per cent off the $3.000-$10.000 
figure 
When you consider that the shuttle can 
carry up to four Delta-sized payloads in 
one mission, with the costs to be shared 
by the major contractors for the cargo 
space, you can see why commercial 
enterprises dealing in space ventures are 
excited about the Orbiter program By 


sharing space aboard the manned shut­ 
tle. they can get a payload into orbit for 
about a quarter of the cost of a Delta 
launch 


WASHINGTON - When Jimmy Carter 
moved into the White House he was 
ready with d e ta ile d n eg o tiatin g 
proposals for limiting strategic arms. He 
confidently expected, according to in­ 
timates, to strike up a deal with the 
Soviets. 
Instead. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance came home from Moscow 
with deflated hopes 
The agonizing, behind-the-scenes 
story can now be told of the setback in 
Moscow. From classified documents and 
inside sources, we can reveal how 
C a r te r ’s high hopes ended in a 
humiliating rebuff. 
Indeed, the setback was so severe that 
it has shocked both sides into seeking an 
accommodation. 
The ironic result, 
therefore, may be to expedite a strategic 
arms limitation agreement. 
We will take up the story on Aug. 4. 
1970. when the United States proposed 
restricting the number of intercontinen­ 
tal missiles and heavy bombers on each 
side to about 1,900. This became the 
basis for an interim agreement in 1972 to 
limit nuclear weapons. 
Then in 1974, President Gerald Ford 
held a dramatic meeting with Soviet 
C h airm an L eon id B re zh n e v in 
Vladivostok. After a round of hearty 
handshakes and vodka toasts, they 
reached a preliminary accord on arms 
limitation. 
But characteristically, many of the i’s 
remained undotted There was the ques­ 
tion. for example, of the deadly cruise 
m issiles. These are small pilotless 
planes, which can be launched from any 
spot in the sky by U.S. bombers. Not only 
can they fly thousands of miles but they 
can take evasive action on the way to the 
target. 
Apparently, the Soviets thought the 
Americans had agreed at Vladivostok to 
ban long-range, airborne-launched mis­ 
siles. But Henry Kissinger came back 
from Vladivostok believing the United 
States was still free to develop and 
deploy cruise missiles. 
Of itself, this misunderstanding didn’t 
sour the Vladivostok spirit, which Jim ­ 
my Carter sought to keep alive. Even 
before his election, he assigned secret 
task forces to study the SALT issues. 
One task force adviser, whose voice 
was heard in the Carter councils, was 
Harold Brown Although he never went 
so far as to oppose the development of 
cruise m issiles, he recognized that 
major concessions would have to be 
made by both sides. His major proposal 
was to reduce intercontinental missiles 
and bombers to about 1,000 apiece by 
1986 
Some half-dozen hush-hush papers 
were prepared for Carter on the subject, 
all remarkably similar In 1976. for ex­ 
ample, the United States had 9.800 
nuclear warheads, the Soviets only 2,800. 
Under the Vladivostok understanding, 
the number could be increased to 13.000 
and 8.000. respectively, by 1986 But the 
Carter papers called for reductions to 
the low thousands. 
One of President Carter’s first objec- 


tives after January 20 was to seek a 
quick arms limitation agreement. Heap- 
pointed Brown as Secretary of Defense. 
Another disarmanent advocate. Paul 
W arnke, w as nam ed chief arm s 
negotiator. 
But then a series of events upset the 
SALT applecart. There was an outcry 
from conservatives, for example, over 
Wamke’s nomination. A howl was raised 
that he would “ sell out" to the Soviets. 
The Carter crowd tried to placate the 
conservatives by toughening their own 
Soviet, line. 
Then the powerful Sen. Henry “ Scoop’ 
Jackson, 
D-Wash., 
though endorsing 
some compromises, fought to cut Soviet 
weapons potentials below those of the 
United States — a position unacceptable 
to the Kremlin. 
Meanwhile. Brown became installed in 
the Pentagon and began looking at SALT 
concessions through more narrow eyes 
As he stiffened, the Joint Chiefs fell in 
step behind him in military cadence 
Finally. Carter’s own statements on 
human rights infuriated the Kremlin 
leaders who pretend to speak for the 
“ people” but system atically violate 
their rights 
The president also neglected the 
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diplomatic preparations that preceded 
the Vladivostok accord. Thus. Vance’s 
trip to Moscow was doomed from the 
beginning 
He arrived in the Soviet 
capital with a huge entourage and was 
greeted by a whirlwind of angry Soviet 
charges. 


The breakdown in Moscow was so 
predictable that some sophisticates in 
the State Dept, believe it was deliberate­ 
ly staged by Carter’s subtle foreign af­ 
fairs adviser. Zbigniew Brezinski. But 
our own investigation has convinced us 
that, aside from some poker-style bluff­ 
ing in Moscow, the breakdown was 
caused by bad judgment. 
Yet the result, it is hoped, will be to jar 
both sides into returning to the bargain­ 
ing table. 


Footnote: The White House has 
received a secret estimate, meanwhile, 
that the Soviets are now prepared to 
sacrifice their main cities in case of a 
nuclear showdown with the United 
States. They are concentrating on 
protecting their industrial sites military 
bases and missile silos Their nuclear 
strategy, according to the estimate is 
based on recovering from a nuclear ex­ 
change ahead of the United States 


It took a long time 


Some development projects seem to go 
through without a hitch and in fairly 
short order.

The space agency's description of 
self-contained payloads which it has of­ 
fered to fly into space for $3.000-$10,000 is 
sufficiently vague as to have caused 
some persons to inquire whether such a 
payload might be a human being.
